Caleb Powers Convicted for Po- 
litical Purposes Only

the last tria! tht«r<-w.'u< une po«8lble RApiibli(?uD 
un the Jury, though even be is said tu have 
been somewhat more than d')ubtful. In a county 
that, wbils nominaUy Damocrstie,had a large 
RspabHcaa vots, and tkat cast s majority vot« 
for Taylor in ]x'M>. aad gars McKioley more 
than Ml luujonty in 1896, the 17li men sum- 
mooed a.-; talestmen for the Jury by s Demo- 
cratic Shsriif, proved to be 172 rsgulsr Dem- 
ocrats aad three or possibly foar Republicans, 
with no independent I'emocrats.

*hich their own taxe? are dt-voted appropri 
ated by a Democratic Legislature to find mea 
gailty of tbe nardsr of Gosbel. "One baa- 
dred thou-^and dollar.'!" exclaimed a prominent 
Kepublican lawyer. "Witb rive thousand dol- 
lars I can convict, of the mardar «f Ooabel, 
any Republican in the state." 

Caleb Powsrs may be guilty, but be hss not 
bssn proved guilty, nor have tks Court.' of his 
state been in a temper to accord bim a triul 
fair and impartial. Had bis change of venue 
taksn him to a moantain conaty with a Rs- 
pablioan Jndga aad a Repnbliean- Sheriif, and 
had be besa triad bsfore a Kepublican Jury, 
hs would as sorely have been acquitted as, be- 
ing tried in tho Hluegraiis before a Democratic 
Jndge and by a Democratic Jury, he was sure 
to be convicted. Even if he were guilty it 
would be a frij,'hlfu! thinj; to put bim to death 
on a verdict rendered by a Jury so constituted, 
aad with half the people of Keatneky believ- 
ing that be is being mordered for political pnr- 
poses. A worse thing than the killing of men 
from ambush is the fact that a large part of 
the people of Kentucky believe that both the 
pardoning power of tks Eiscotivs aad ths 
roachiaary of tba Coarto aia osad for politieal 
ends.

Bitbsr^ 
p.irty can brine ab^ut better things, and both 
parties will yet do co. Thu mountains UMd 
less whisky and better schools, less lawlastflSSS 
and better regard for justice ; the Blosgrass 
needs less pride of birth and of hereditary priv- 
ilege, less assurance of .su|>eriority bec.ms« 
there are infen<>r peoples to look down upon, 
and more energy, esrnestneas and genuine de- 
mocracy.
